Claim Rejections - 35 use § 102

Saro/7 discloses [see Fig. 2] an apparatus comprising: a first reflecting panel [32]

[34] that receives Image Infomiatioh [from 13] for a second color [green] and a third 
color [blue]: a temporal modulator [24] that receives and modulates light [20] that 
includes a first color light [R], a second color light [G], and a third color light [B]; and a 
be^nii splitting and combining element [30] having a single reflecting/transmitting 
surface [the diagonal shown] that reflects and transmits said first color light to said first 
panel and said second and third color light to said second panel and combines images 
reflected from said first reflecting panel and second reflecting panel. Claim 1 is ' 
thel'efore anticipated. 
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3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Knox, U.S. 
Patent No. 6,217,174. 

Knox discloses [see Fig. 3] an apparatus comprising: a first reflecting panel [14] 
that receives image information [from 26] for a first color [red]; a second reflecting panel 
[1 6] that receives image infomnation [from 26] for a second color [green] and a third 
color [blue]; a temporal modulator [22"] that receives and modulates light that includes a 
first color light [R], a second color light [G], and a third color light [B]; and a beam 
splitting and combining element [20] having a single reflecting/transmitting surface [the 
disigohal shown] that reflects and transmits said first color light to said first panel and . 
' said second and third color light to said second panel and combines images reflected 
frorn said fii^t reflecting panel and second reflecting panel; Claim 1 is therefore 
anticipated. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Yooet ai, 
U:$. Patent No. 6.388,718. 

. Ybo discloses [see Fig. 3b] an apparatus comprising: a first reflecting panel [58] 
that receives image information for a first color [green]; a second reflecting panel [60] 
that receives image information for a second color [red] and a third color [blue]; a 
temporal modulator [51] that receives and modulates light that Includes a fli^t color light 
[G], a second color light [R], and a third color light [B]; and a beam splitting and 
combining element [56] having a single reflecting/transmitting surface [the diagonal 
shown] that reflects and transmits said first color light to said first panel and said second 
and third color light to said second panel [not respectively - the first color is transmitted, 
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the second and third colors are reflected] and combines images reflected from said first 
reflecting panel and second reflecting panel. Claim 1 is therefore anticipated.
